THE HIGH COST OF COLDS 


Estimating the high cost of colds has been one 


of the favorite Indoor pastimes of statisticians, 
and it has been figured with comparative ac- 
curacy that 100,000,000 pronounced cases of colds 
exist each year with a loss resulting through ab- 
sence from work alone at 'one billion dollars. 


Some may doubt the accuracy of these figures, 


but the fact remains that the common cold is one 
of the most expensive luxuries of this super- 
heated, shut-in age. 


It has been determined that sickness in general 


is responsible for at least nine tunes as much 
absence in industrial concerns as accidents, and 
colds axe frequently the beginning of more seri- 
ous bodily ailments. 


A cold is always a threat, no matter how 


inconsequential, but people have a habit of giving 
one no serious attention. "I'll wear it out," they 
say, and sometimes it wears them out. A common 
cold is usually one of the first symptoms of pneu- 
monia, which is fatal to one out of every four or 
five people who get it. 


Of course, everyone with a spark of intelligence 


knows how colds may be avoided. They know 
proper <iiet, sanitation, ventilation and other 
precautions, such as keeping physically fit, are 
necessary to detour colds, but the vast majority 
of people are too busy, too careless or too indif- 
ferent about their own welfare to live right. 


A TIP FROM MACAULAY 


Just one hundred year ago England was 


gripped by a severe depression. The outlook was 


• dark. Some public men were openly saying that 
good times would never come back. The situation, 
indeed, was not unlike th# one in which America 
finds itself today. 


At that time Lord Macaulay, the famous essay- 


ist and historian, discussed the subject in an 
essay that almost sounds as if it might have been 
written for our own consumption. Hear what he 
said: 


"The present moment is one of great distress. 


But how small will that distress appear when we 
think over the history of the last 40 years: a war, 
compared with which all other wars' sink into 
insignificance; taxation, such as the most heav- 
ily taxed people of former times could not have 
conceived; a debt larger than all the public debts 
that ever existed in the world added together; 
the food of the people studiously rendered dear; 


the currency impudently debased and imprudent- 
ly restored. 


"Yet 
is the country poorer than in 17&0? We 


firmly believe that, in spite of the misgovernment 
of her rulers, she has been almost constantly 
becoming richer and richer. Now and then there 
has been a stoppage, now and then a short retro- 
gression; but as to the general tendency there 
can be no doubt. A single breaker may recede; 
but the tide is evidently coming in." 


And then Macaulay makes an extremely sen- 


sible remark: 


"To almost all men'the state of things in which 


they have been used to live seems to be the 
necessary state of things. We have heard it said 
that 5 per cent is the natural interest of money, 
that 12 is the natural number of a jury, that 40 
shillings is the natural qualification of a county 
voter. Hence it is that though in every age every- 
body knows that up to his own time progressive 
improvement has been taking place, nobody 
seems to reckon on any improvement during the 
next generation. 


"We cannot absolutely prove that those are in 


error who tell us that society has reached the 
turning point—that we have seen our best days7 
But so said all who came before us, and with just 
as much apparent reason." 


There is a great deal of sound sense in all of 


this. It ought to be circulated widely today; for 
we seem to have just the same kind of pessimists 
that Lord Macauley found in England a century 
ago.

$9,668,799 in property and dam- 
age during the year in 5,846 fires, 
according to the annual report 
gf Alfred -Hogston, state fire 
marshal. 
In towns of more than 5,000 


population there were 3,326 fires, 
with; a total toss of $4,083,954; 
1,148 fires in towns of less than 
5,000 population with a loss of 
$1,956,019, and 1,372 rural fires 
with a loss of .$4.625,826. 


In cities of less than 5,000, it 


is noted that Tipton had the 
greatest number of fires, with 
twenty-five, but Beech Grove, a 
suburb of Indianapolis, had the 
greatest loss. The loss at Beech 
Grove was $646,193, with a total 
of fifteen fires. Franklin, Jas- 
onville, Rochester and Plymouth 
had the second greatest number 
of fires in the 
classification 


with twenty-one. Residence fires 
outnumbered any others in this 
classification 
with 789, and
